Liturgies  set  forth  bv  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  during  the  cet 

tury  of  the  Reformation,  and  from  them  lias  drawn  almost  exclusively  i 

materials.  It  is  humbly  offered  to  the  Church  as  a  memorial  of  the  Hi

formation,  and  is  meant  to  exhibit  something  of  the  devotional  life  of  th; 
great  era,  and  thus  to  show  how,  proving  all  things,  our  Church  held  fa* 
to  that  which  is  good,  joyously  accepting  the  treasures  of  the  deepest  an 
purest  love  and  piety,  in  which  the  Holy  Spirit  continued  to  bear  witnet 
to  our  ascended  Lord  throughout  the  ages. 

The  Chief  or  Communion  Service  has  been  taken  as  the  basis  of  thi 
and  with  it  have  been  arranged  such  portions  of  the  other  Church  Service 
as  are  in  keeping  with  it.  In  the  general  disuse  of  the  Matin  Service  i 
our  Churches  in  this  country  it  is  needful  that  some  such  step  should  1 
taken  to  retain  some  of  the  grandest  elements  of  the  old  Christian  worshi 
which  will  otherwise  be  lost  to  us,  as  for  example  the  Te  Deum.  Thes 
are  the  inestimable  treasures  of  all  Christendom,  and  as  our  Church  gav 
them  back  to  the  people,  as  a  noble  part  of  her  reformatory  work,  it  is  he 
special  vocation  to  guard  the  heritage  she  restored.  It  is  hoped  that  th 
Jubilee  will  give  character  to  the  whole  year  which  follows  the  thrv 
hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Reformation.  This  Order  h; 
consequently  been  made  sufficiently  ample  for  use  at  any  time  at  wide 
the  services  of  a  year  of  thanksgiving  have  reference  to  the  Jubilee.  It  . 
meant  to  furnish  materials  rather  than  to  fix  or  prescribe  a  form.  Eve 
if  it  should  not  be  used  in  public  worship  at  all,  its  influence  cannot  hi 
be  precious  wherever  it  comes. 

If  1}y  t,ie  use  of  the  words  “shall”  and  “may,”  in  the  Rubric,  is  simj>l 
meant  to  separate  the  parts  of  the  service  which  are  generally  regarded  a 
fixed  from  those  which  are  discretionary.
